Slaughter ; upon notice hereof , Capt. Leiſler took 
care to putall things in order for thedelivery of the Fort the next Morning to the Go- 
vernor, and accordingly in the Morning ſent a Letter to the Governor , deſiring him 
to fend oneto take Poſicſlion of the Fort, whereupon Capt. Ingoldsby was ſent, .and then 
Capr. Leifler order'd the Gates to beopen'd, and Capt. Ingoldsby with his Soldiers were 
let in ; Leiſſer Commanded about three Hundred Men then with him in the Fort, 
ro lay down their Arms, which tiey immediately did 3 andMarch'd out of the 


Fort.
